Britisb Columbian Estimatesi 

A glance tbrougli the compliuatud 
ofiBoial aocooDts of the revenue und 
expenditure of British Columbia dur- 
ing the last year is oerBaiBly not c;il- 
onlated either to awaken a sense of tho 
adtoinistrativo ability of the Govern- 
ment er a feeling of satisfaction at tho 
prospeet of this Island being drawn 
into the maelstrom of departmental 
extravagance which has oharnc- 
terized tho Government of British 
Columbia since she beoaine a sepanUo 
Colony. Tho not Eovonuo of tho Col- 
ony during iho yoiir iSli.'), oxeliihivo oi 
arrears of formur yeavL- (^;uiiou:il,ing Lo 
less than ^5000) was £U7,714. Tho 
estimated Colonial Eovonue was 
£153,616, showing a deficit of nearly 
£36,000. On the debit side of tho acs 
count, the actual Colonial oxponditure 
fell short of the Estimates as votod by 
nearly £59,000, but arrears of provioua 
years remaining unliquidated swal- 
lowed up nearly £40,000 of that buiu. 
The total Colonial expenditure, us 
voted, was £206,728 j the actual ex- 
penditure £146,978, or, adding arrears, 
£186,016, showing, in spite of tho 
necessary attempt to economize, an ox>< 
c68s of expenditure over revenue of 
nearly £20,000. The total amount 
voted for tho service of tho year, in- 
cluding sinking fund, loans, etc., ntid 
for which the revenue was ohargoablc, 
was je258^8d6 1 the total expondituru 
£27§,&86. The defioienoy in the esti- 
mated revenue arose chiefly from tho 
falling off in tho noxious gold export 
duty, whioh did not yield one half ol 
the estimate of £25,000. Boad tolls 
fell short by £8,877 ,• miners' corlili- 
oates and mining receipts by more 
than £10,000, and tonnage dues, assay 
fees, licenses, &o., were more or less 
below the estimate. \Tith tho oxoep^ 
tion of a small surplus under the heads 
of Onstoms dues, head-money, postage, 
land sales and revenue, redmburso^ 
ments, interest, and miscellaneous re- 
ceipts, all tho estimated items of rev>< 
enue exceed the actual receipts. The 
principal saving was effected in that 
convonient department, the Lands and 
Works J tho two items of roads, streets 
and bridges, and works and buildings, 
alono exhibiting a saving of over £42, ~ 
000; while immigrulion, iiitorcsl, and 
a few other iloins, aro inado to asrii-jt 
to a Hinail oxtunt in tho rutruiiuhinont.

Union Proclaimed at Nanaimoi 

After Waiting iu anxious BnBBanBe,'nearIy 
twelve months, for something! aefinite to bo 
done in the way of uniting the Ooloiues of 
Vancouver Island and liritish Columbia, the 
Uuioii Act is at length proclaimed to iho iieoi 
|ilo of Nanaimo. Jnsuoo I'Vaiildyn read iho 
l-'roclairiutiuii on Wednesday lust, at noon, 
in Irout ol" the Court liouso. 'I'bero were 
bui few persons present to listen to tho read- 
iriL', ami the ceremony was of a veiy lame 
iiii.l uiiiiiterestiug ehuructer. The poople uro, 
ol course, aware of tho importnnoo otlacbod 
1(1 ilie liiiiou, but ibsy had become weary in 
waiting for the Act to bu put in force. Their 
patience han been exhausted, tae matter waa 
welUoigb forgotten. 

The immediato efTeot of tho Ptoolaraation 
has hciiii an a lv:incuon every duscriplion of 
;;oi.i!s 111 liie iiiui ket, excepting only, genorul 
lariii |)ioiiuei;, .' u liuU iho people have to pay 
a larilf on goods which tho niercliant has re- 
ceived duty Ireo. The inerobant, however, 
has invested considerable in obtaining an 
extra stock, ia the ho|ie, doubtless, of profit- 
ing by I hi' iiicieused price btmight about by 
the new order of things, which it is only lair 
h'.' should do. Tobacco has gone np two bits 
a-pojnd, and other goods in a ratio corre- 
spondiog with the charges imposed by the 
new tariff. It is needless to stats that this 
new imposition will add very considerably to 
the cost of living, and in no place more than 
Nanaimo will the consequence of its pro- 
visions befell.

Henry Schneider lives at No. CiTH Eighth 
avenue, between Forly^Sl veiith and l''orty.-. 
eights sireels. He iias only boon a few 
years in thia country, ami left behind him 
in "Faderland," a young brother, John, from 
whom he has not beard for BOme time. 
Henry appeared lately before Juslico Con- 
nolly and preferred a charge of grand lar- 
ceny against one Earl Acherman, who ia 18 
years ol ug'e, a papor-liungcr, and resides at 
No. 95 Auenuo A. It appears that on Sat- 
urday evening, Iho 22nd instant, tho accused 
went to .Mr ydineider's house and introduced 
himself as a very particular friend ol und 
the bearer ol a message Irmn tho coraphiin- 
onl's brother, whom he had seen in Germany 
just previous to Ihe time he left there for 
this country. Mr Schneider did all ho could 
to make hia new acquaiutanoe (eel at home; 
they drank, tbey smoked and chatted togeth- 
er until a lute hour, when they Feparntcii. 
Aekorniau started for hunio. Just before 
leaving, huwever, bo informed Schneider that 
a certain young and pretty German ocquaim 
taiiee had seen him (Schuoider) sonioivhere 
and had fallen desperately in luvo with him, 
and do.iired to obtain un introduction to him. 
The inlormalioii plea.ted the credulous 
.Schneider, and ho waa most happy to prora- 
iso that if Aekermao would call for him on 
the following (Sunday) evening ho would go 
lo Lizzio with him und make her acquain- 
tnnoe.

Instead, 
however, of ,-ei-iiii; a g. nileman he beheld a 
yoiii;;; hu'y, neally dressed, and cpiito pioity 
withal. He invited her into the parlor, 
where, after being seateil, she introduced her- 
scll as !iliss Sleio, the actress. She said that, 
uniible to to get an iotrodnoilon through Mr 
Ackerman, she bad presented hereelf in per- 
son, and hoped he would not think the ne- 
lion bold or preaomptuoua on her part. 
Schneider thought he recognized tho voice of 
his .SaMirday n ghl friend, und upon close ex- 
amination ol his features, he wag almost eer- 
lain that hi" iiiipression was correct.

It ia prepared,, the London Re^ 
vieio informs us, by pouring ope part by 
weight of glycoriaa into BBTen parts of a 
mixture of nitric and salpburio acids, in the 
proportion of ooo part of the former to two 
ol tho latter, Tbe mixture must be made 
slowly, and with constant stirring. Afier 
standing for ten minutea it may be poured 
into cold water, where tho nitroglycerine is 
rnpidly precipitated aa u heavy yellow- 
brownish oil, and in<iy he collected by dccan- 
lalion in a lull vessel. It is soluble 
in alcohol and ethe.r. In using nitro- 
glycerine for quarrying purposes, a hole ia dug 
from 6 to 9 or 10 foot deep and about 2 in. 
in diaiuclcr, at a distunoo of from 8 to 10 
feet from tho face of tho rock. Thia hole ia 
about two-thirds filled wilh the explosive 
agent, a little paper cylinder, about 2 iuobos 
deep, Qlled nitb gaapowder, wltb a fuss at* 
tacbed,is now lowered, till it reaobea tbe earn 
face of the nitro-glyooriue, upon which it 
rests. Tbe bole is now filled up with sand, 
and the fuso ignited. The explosion is so 
sudden and violent that tamping tbe sand is 
unnecosaury, and would be inoperative in 
increasing the efloot,
